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In response to the Restriction/Lack of Unity Requirement mailed January 26, 2004, 
the Applicants elect with traverse Group I, Claims 18, 21-25, 37, 39-43 and 54, directed to 
DNA, vector, host cell, and methods for making proteins. The Applicants have assumed for 
purposes of election that Group IV refers to Claims 29 and 47. 

The traverse is on the basis that the Office has not established that the different groups 
are independent and distinct from one another. The Applicants submit that the subject matter 
of the various groups is interrelated. For example, nucleic acid products, such as sense and 
antisense sequences (Group VIII) are intimately interrelated and methods using the nucleic 
acids such as Groups IV and IX are clearly related to the underlying products. Moreover, the 
Applicants respectfully submit that no undue burden would be imposed in examining these 
groups together in view of the similar subject matter is encompassed by each group.
